McGill,. in its campaign to raise money for a bursary fund for 
Hungarian refugee students, is not alone in its feeling. Practically 
every North American and free European University has done some* 
thing. The revolution, in all its glory and its tragedy, was started 
and largely fought through by students, and it is especially the 
Universities who have felt a need to extend a hand to the student 
refugees. 

ANXIOUS STUDENTS 

Some of us at McGill were able to 'meet some of these young 
men at the Hungarian Student Reception > on Monday. Ins pi te of the 
events which they had lived through, they seemed anxious only to 
make friends with McGill students 
and to see and learn about the 
University. They want only to' 
study. 

BURSARY COMMITTEE 

We can, with our Fund, help 
some of them to come to McGill. 
The campaign money will be , 
turned over to the University 
Bursaries Committee. Those Hun- 
garlan students who have been 
accepted by McGill will then be 
considered for bursaries. They

We live in a turbulent world. 
Each morning, even If we do.no 
more than glance at the headlines 
we are conscious of the strug- 
gles that are changing the pattern 
of life in some distant corner of 
the world. Men are living danger- 
ously — and sometimes dying — 
for an ideal, and sometimes it is 
hard .for us to realize that what 
they seek Is really worth so great 
a sacrifice. In Canada we enjoy 
freedom. The battles of our an- 
cestors are so long past that they 
are no longer exciting : they are 
dull dates In a history book, and 
we view bur inheritances lightly 
as though It were an inalienable 
birthright. ' 

In this Canada is happy. But the 
confidence of our assumption 
should not blind us to our good 
fortune. Other men, In other parts 
of the world, are still fighting 
(against greater odds than any 
that our fore fathers confronted) 
for tho liberties that we enjoy 
unthinkingly. They are men — 
and women — like us. They.enjoy 



the movies, or a card game or an 
evening with' friends. They like 
dance and to see the movies. They 
'enjoy the things that we enjoy. 
They are not story-book heroes 
who have unreal characters and' 
personalities, but men and women 
who would, be like us if faith bad 
given them our chances. . 

The Hungarian refugee students 
are among those whose names his- 
tory will remember. I do not need 
to recall their exploits. You. re- 
member them, and I do not think 
that future Canadians will forget. 
Canada has welcomed them, has 
given them refuge —.and Canada 
Is simply you. and me and many 
other individuals. Our welcome, 
and our help, must be personal 
You and I are offered the chance 
in this campaign to show how 
sincere that welcome is. We are 
not asked to give much, compared 
to the greatness of their gifts to 
the slow progress of mankind. Let 
us give as much as we. can.

The Hungarian Fund, which 
opens on the campus, today, is a 
strange kind of campaign indeed. 
It is being conducted completely 
without flare or fanfare. No spe- 
cial gimmicks have been planned 
to wrest money out of so-called 
"apathetic" students. 

Why ? This,- Jsj certainly a very 
risky business on this campus. It 
is a daring idea that students can 
be approached on . an individual 
responsible level.' It is a challeng- 
ing idea, and a- refreshing one, and 
wc wish it every success. Nobody 
has ever quite dared try it before. 

'' STUDENTS APATHY 1 

But perhaps the reason why we 
hear so much about student apathy 
is that students are expected to 
be apathetic. And it is just pos- 
sible that if approached in just 



thé right way, it will turn out that 
they are not. The Hungarian Fund 
Committee has dared to make this 
assumption. •'. 

Certainly the purpose of the 
campaign demands this approach 
to a great extent. The agony, of 
Hungary, its' hour- of triumph, and 
then its ruthless,' methodical sup- 
pression Inspired the admiration 
and the horror of the whole world, 
and to go out and plead sympathy 
.on their .behalf would 'be an insult 
not only to the bravo of Hungary, 
but to the people to whom one 
was pleading. The Hungarian ad- 
venture Into freedom bas shatter- 
ed the apathy of universities across 
the continent, and to conduct a 
frivolous and flashy campaign 
would leave a bad taste in one's 
mouth.
